1« UPSV/UC has provided additional information on Subject which compliment 0 
that contained in reference* It concerns his recent dealings with the American 
consular authorities awi the French Surety in Parle* 'This info n ant ion wan for- 
warded to us in a formal memorandum which stated that UPSWING is interested in 
: knowing if Subject reported on his relationship to the German 1*5* during the 
j Second World War and especially if he said anything intimating that he is now in 
I contact with UPSWING personnel* 

2* According to UPSWING, Subject claims that in connection with his efforts 
to secure permission to enter the United States^ since oarly October 1957 he has 
fre. uently been summoned to the American Consulate in Paris where in each case the 
Vice Consul questioned him concerning his background* The first conversation 
chiefly concerned the question of Subject’s remaining in Poland in 1945 and his 
joining the Communist Party* In the second conversation, the Vice Consul gave Sub- 
ject to understand that he was suspected of working with the Soviet Intelligence 
Service* Very precise questions were placed before Subject, especially concerning 
the years 1940 and 1941* The Consulate was well informed on Subject’s background* 

It was known, for example, that his wife had attempted to contact him in Poznan in 
January 1945* Subject allegedly thought he remembered that he had told this to 
UTSWTC and deduced that UPSWING had briefed the % eric an I*S* about his person* 

UPSWING informed Subject that his wife's attempt to contact him in 1945 was unknown 
and asked for further details. Subject then stated that his wife had travelled ^ 

from Stargard to Postman in order to visit him on 21 January 1945, his birthday* ak/C 
She was not allowed inside the POW compound and a letter which she left with tb n;. 
guard did not retch him until six or seven hours later by which time she had &1 
ready started returning home.
